Failure of Tariff Legislation

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The senate 


was plunged into an exciting financia 
debate today, after several weeks of 
serene and formal procedure on appro- 
priation billa. The naval appropriation 
bill was under consideration, and the 
item for four battleships to cost f 15,- 
000,000 served ae a text for a speech by 
Mr. Gorman, pointing out that the rev- 
enues of the government are leas than 
the receipts. Mr. «ormau'u statement 
brought on an animated controversy, in 
which MesBra. Sherman, Hale 
and 


Chandler joined issue with the Mary- 
land senator as to the responsibility for 
the failure of tariff legislation in the 
present congress. Mr. Goriuan'a speech 
and the frequent heated party colloquies 
that developed attracted great interest, 
crowds filling the galleries for the first 
time since the Cuban debates, and many 
members of the house coining over to 
listen to tbe proueudinns. The battle- 
ships item was not completed when tho 
senate adjourned.

while the situation might not require 
more revenue it was such as to reouire 
the strictest economy. "Yet. in" the 
face of that statement,'-he said, (:wo 
will have a hill appropriating $51,000,- 
000 for the navy in time of peace." 


The expenditures next year would be 


$520,000,000, the revenues but $374.000 - 
000. But iu addition to thia enormous 
discrepancy between the revenues ana 
;he expenditures, the house had author- 
zed contracts by the war, navy and 
reasury departments to the amount of 
'84,500,000. 


The appropriations in the river and

"This from a cabinet officer," pro-

The 
Republican house of representatives hai 
framed a bill increasing the revenues o 
tbe government $50,000,000 and thai 
bill waa eent to the senate. Here il 
waa defeated by the votes of the other 
side of tlie chamber, eo that the onli 
measure offered to this congress to raise 
more revenue waa defeated by Demo- 
cratic votes."

Glaring Republican control of the com- 
mittees settled the point. 


"We warned you," he said, "that 


you lial not the power to relieve the 
country, and asked you to join ua in a 
non partisan measure of relief. But 
our offer waa rejected. You assumed 
the task alone. You alao know you 
were without the power unless you got 
your forces together. You know there 
could be no action, and in my judgment 
thia proposal to relive the treasury was 
intended ae a failure." 


"I moat emphatically deny that," 


again interposed Mr. Sherman, ae he 
proceeded to show that the revenue bill 
was parliean in character and a relief 
measure, pure and simple. 


"And I say it is a disgrace to the con- 


gress of the United States, particularly 
to the senate," proceeded Mr. Sher- 
man, with great earnestness, "that 
when it was known that the receipts of 
the government did not meet the ex- 
penditures, no action waa taken and the 
bill was defeated. In every month 
since this administration began the re- 
ceipts have been less than the expendi- 
tures, and yet the party of this admin- 
istration refuses to aid in a measure of 
relief." . 


Mr, Gorman responded that the Ohio 


senator knew no agreement could be 
reached on a measure such ae had been 
brought in. Mr. Sherman interrupting 
aald it was one of the remarkable inci- 
dents of this congress that there was aa 
many Democrats as Republicans on the 
senate committees. Thia was the case 
on the finance committee, which passed 
on the revenue bill. 


Mr Hale next interrupted and asked 


Mr. Gorman when there was a tender 
on his part of Democratic co-operation 
in framing a revenue bill. "When was 
this dicker proposed?" aaked Mr. Hale. 
"I never heard of it before." 


Mr. Gorman replied that no dicker 


had been proposed, but he had suggested 
wlien the Republicans were about to 
take control of tbe committee that both 
sides come together 011 a general policy. 


"I now recall," proceeded Mr. Hale, 
"that the senator suggested that tbe 
senate should come together and reach 
an understanding aa to organization. 
But f never supposed the senator meant 
to come together on the great Question 
of tariff and finance." 


Mr. Sherman at this point culled at- 


tention to the fact that the tariff bill 
liad been defeated in the finance com- 
mittee with a silver bill for which all 
the Democrats had voted, but Mr. Gor- 
made refused to be diverted to tbe silver 
question and reasserted that thd Repub- 
licans were in control of t'.ie finance 
committee and reaponsib'd for legisla- 
tion.

It is thought probable that the uen- 


tenco of death will be commuted to a 
short terra of imprisonment and a big 
fine unless Mr. Chamberlain's dispatch 
to President Kruger, read in the house 
of commona, should irritate the chief 
magistrate of the Transvaal iuto greater 
severity than he would otherwise exer- 
cise. Mr. Chamberlain's telegram is re- 
carded here as beintc precipitate and as 
leaving President Kruger no time to act 
oil his own account aud aa having, more- 
over, tho ring of dictation. 


The Chartered South African Com- 


pany has a telegram from Johannesburg 
giving further details of the judgment

Several Coaches Telescoped and 


Fourteen Passengers Injured. 


OHDAH RAI-IDS, Iu., April 28.—Passen- 


ger train No. '2 on tho Illinois Central, 
leaving Waterloo at 1.40 this morning 
and bavins several coachea carrying vis- 
itors to the BtateG.A.R. encampment at 
Cedar Kapide, was ditched here by a 
washout half a mile east of Raymond. 
The storm causing the accident waa the 
heaviest in years. The train was run- 
ning at a high rate of speed when the 
accident occurred. Several cars were 
telescoped and badly smashed. Four- 
teen persons were injured more or lees 
severely, the one moat seriously being 
Charles Baldwin, an engineer on the 
road, being a passenger on the train. 
The passengers were unable, to tell by 
what circumstance a great disaster was 
averted.

$1800 has already been raised, either in 
cash or in contributions of fruit, which 
were accepted up to $500. The work of 
raising tL e remaining (700 ought to give 
no trouble, and It will remain for 
Fresno to enjoy the triple celebration of 
a competing rollroadta magnificent elec- 
tric light system, and a new cannery 
employing hundreds of hands, all within 
the space of a aincle summer.

FOOD INSPECTION. 


DK. ADA1K SAYS THKKE IS WOKK 


TO BE DONE. 


He Puts la a Buoy Day at the 


Various Butcher 


Stores. 


There are already abundant indica- 


tions that the newly created ofllee of 
food inspector ia not going to be a sine- 
cure by any means. 


"I have visited a number of the 


butcher stores in town," said Dr. Adair 
to a reporter yesterday. "I tiave eeen 
enough already to convince me that 
there was need of a food inspector and I 
intend to carry out iny now duties thor- 
oughly and impartially. 


"In many cast's 1 found things In a 


much worse shape than I had supposed. 
There Beem to UB three or four classes of 
butchers. The iirat class buy their own 
stock and do tlieir own slaughtering, 
never buying any dressed meat. The 
second class buy Irom the wholesale 
dealers in meat by the carcass. The 
third class buy from any body who 
brings them meat for eale. 
"Some of the slaughter houses are 


owned by the butchers; some have 
community 
slaughter houses; some 


have no slaughter house. In going the 
rounds I found lliat all the butchers 
have something to say about people who 
do buaineea ol an improper sort. One 
man told tun of a cow that had died in 
a parturient condition and bad been 
BOldformeat 
Another spoke of a cow 


which had been killed on account of a 
broken leg, wliiuh bad been dressed and 
sold for meat. I have seen quite a 
quantity of pour meat, though it is fair 
to say that in the stores of most of the 
dealers ibo meat was of fairly good 
quality. The evil which moat needs at- 
tention is the daughter lug of cattle 
which have been driven to market 
thirsty and overheated. The blood in 
such cases quickly decomposes and the 
meat Will sometimes be nearly black. It 
may be bleached bv keeping awhile, but 
that does nut remedy the evil.

boom days of Fresno.

Moreover the cash registers would al 
have to he reconstructed if single cent 
or three cent pieces csme into exteneiv 
uee.

ehould happen and the financial fltrln 
ceucy be released. ID street car farce 
for instance, there IB a manifest ponula 
eentiment, in tlio large cities, lor 
reduction of the live cent fare, on th 
ground that the latter was fixed in uoot 
times and wage earners are living in har 
timce. 


At the postollice a large number ol

cents are constantly bought 


bv the merchants who make a apecialtj 
of advcrtieomwnt-H offering articles foi 
|1.99 inatend of $2. and so on. There 
are scores, perhapE hundreds of custom- 
ere who delight to get that 1 cent chun^e 
into their hands, and who when the) 
have a sufficiency will deliberately con- 
vert them into dimes and quarters and 
traffic in them. Of course tenders of 1 
and '2 cents at the postofh'cc for stamps, 
etc., arc perfectly legal, and are accept- 
ed ae a matter of course. 


Among the signs of the times the,

price which the toiler has to pay for his 
dinner. Chineee cooks mean, as a rule, 
cheaper meale than q restaurant em- 
ploying white labor can afford to charge, 
but etill more radical ia tbe cut made by 
Japanese competition. In Los Angeles, 
where the struggle for u livelihood is 
very keen and where wages are very 
low, the Japanese restaurants with a 10- 
cent bill of fare (with wine or coffee)and 
three courses with ice cream, have forced 
the 15-ceutrestaurantstothe wall, while 
the 25 cent restaurant furnishes a meal 
that coat 50 cents four years ago.

United States currency there is a subdi- 
vision of the cent into 10 mills, the 
"mill" being the thousandth part of a 
dollar, but such a state of affairs as 
would result from the free circulation of 
"railla" at the bargain counter is not 
agreeable to contemplate.

has never yet been coined. 
"It is not the thing we want," said a 


retail grocer when interviewed on the 
proposition yesterday. "We would al- 
ways rather make it up to our custom- 
era somehow in goods than have copper 
cents or fractional currency below ihe 
nickel limit. 
1 believe that in the ma 


jor.ty of cttses where we do this 'making 
up' we lose by it; still we would rather 
Buffer a diuall io&s than complicate our 
accounts. I hope tbe reign of copper 
cente is far off. Timea are hard, bu 
we do not want that."
